You  are  hereby  notified  to 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Bath  on  Tuesday,  March  13, 
1956,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following-  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  of  three  years,  a 
Town  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  Highway 
Agents,  and  all  other  necessary  officers  and  agents  of 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers  salaries 
and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the 
Town  Library,  for  Old  Age  assistance  and  the  support 
of  the  town  poor,  and  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for  all  necessary  town 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  5  roads  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  642.04  for  said 
purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $99.72  for 
the  Towns  share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the 
White  Mountain  Region  Association. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on 
the  following  questions :  "Shall  the  provisions  in  Chap- 
ter 171A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games 
of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  Town-" 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  and  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan 
for  extending  to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of 
title  11  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age 
and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter 
101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Amended  by 
Chapters  301  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  defray  the  towns 
share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Article  9.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is 
adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Town  the  necessary  agree- 
ment with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into 
effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  town  will  designate  the 
Selectmen  as  the  officers  to  be  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  plan. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense 
with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  through  the  Tax  Collectors  deed. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  Business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  pupils  of  the  three  schools  of  Bath  continue  to 
be  instructed  by  the  same  teachers  as  they  were  during 
1954-1955. 

Enrollment  at  the  elementary  level  has  decreased 
slightly,  while  the  high  school  registration  has  increas- 
ed from  28  to  33. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  the  total  school 
budget  shows  an  increase  in  the  total  appropriation 
figure  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  of  less  than 
$2000.  For  the  1956-1957  budget,  the  increase  of  $1800 
consists  primarily  of  an  estimated  high  school  tuition 
increase  of  $600,  the  lunch  operators  salary  of  $550, 
teacher  salary  increases  of  $400  and  miscellaneous 
items  of  $50  or  less. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  will  be  nearly 
$5000  less  than  that  anticipated  at  the  1955  annual 
meeting,  however,  because  of  the  increased  state  aid 
allotment  and  an  estimated  district  balance  of  nearly 
$1000  as  of  June  30,  1956. 

The  average  elementary  cost  per  pupil  last  year 
was  $277.08  as  compared  with  the  state  average  of  ap- 
proximately $210.00.  This  difference  of  average  costs 
could  be  lessened  by  not  having  the  duplication  of  serv- 
ices in  three  different  sections  of  the  district.  Bath  is 
the  only  district  in  this  Union  that  will  not  have  its 
elementary  pupils  housed  in  a  central  school  as  of  Sep- 
tember 1956. 
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Some  interesting-  comparisons  between  New  Hamp- 
shire and  other  states  have  been  made  during  the  year 
by  our  Commissioner  of  Education,  a  few  of  which  I  in- 
clude herewith: 

The  national  average  for  expenditure  per  school  is 
$262.    New  Hampshire  spends  $253,  and  ranks  26th. 

In  the  population  group  25  years  and  over,  11%  of 
Americans  across  the  country  have  had  less  than  five 
years  of  education.  The  New  Hampshire  percentage 
is  6.3.  In  other  words,  the  adult  population  of  35 
states  has  had  less  schooling  than  in  New  Hampshire, 
and  we  rank  13th. 

In  the  same  group  the  national  proportion  for 
those  with  four  or  more  years  of  college  is  6  per  cent. 
In  New  Hampshire  it  is  also  6  per  cent.  The  State  is 
20th  from  the  top. 

Our  standing  with  respect  to  teachers  is  not  so 
good.  The  average  salary  of  classroom  teachers  in  the 
United  States  is  $3,605.  In  New  Hampshire  for  1953- 
1954,  it  is  $3,225  —  or  31st  from  the  top.  Thirty-one 
per  cent  of  the  nation's  elementary  teachers  have  less 
than  four  years  of  college  training.  In  New  Hamp- 
shire the  percentage  is  61  per  cent. 

Appreciation  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  citizens 
of  Bath  in  general  and  to  the  teachers  and  school  board 
in  particular  for  continued  cooperation.

Routine  vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  were 
completed.  When  defects  were  found,  written  notices 
were  sent  to  the  parents. 

A  Woods  Light  was  purchased  for  use  in  the 
schools.  This  light  is  used  to  detect  ringworm  of  the 
scalp.    No  cases  were  found. 

Five  pupils  received  immunization  for  tetanus, 
diphtheria,  and  whooping  cough  at  the  Well  Child  Con- 
ference held  in  the  Town  Hall  April  1  and  May  5. 

One  pupil  attended  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  held 
in  Littleton,  April  1. 

One  pupil  attended  the  Orthopedic  Clinic  at  Han- 
over. 

One  pupil  was  examined  -at  the  Chest  Clinic  held 
in  Woodsville,  May  13. 

On  May  25,  fifteen  1st  and  2nd  grade  pupils  re- 
ceived their  first  Salk  Polio  inoculation  at  Woodsville, 
N.  H.  On  June  14,  two  pupils  from  Carbee  school  re- 
ceived their  second  Salk  Polio  inoculation.    Vaccine  for 
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the  inoculations  was  provided  by  the  National  Polio 
Foundation.  The  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  and  were  organized  by  Mrs. 
Loretta  Russell,  R.  N.,  Public  Health  Nurse. 

Due  to  the  limited  supply  of  vaccine,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  complete  the  second  inoculations  before  school 
closed  for  the  summer  vacation. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Ben- 
nett, the  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils  for  their  cooper- 
ation and  interest  in  the  school  health  program  during 
the  year.
